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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 112 rejection has been withdrawn based on 
applicant's amendment and arguments. However, 103 anticipation rejections still apply to the pending claims in the case. The applicant 
argues that Judd's frequencies are divided between two sides of the repeater and not a broadcast path and return path. The examiner 
respectfully states that Judd's two sides of the repeater are one for broadcasting and one for repeating. The claim has a broadcasting path 
and a return path and so does Judd's invention. Moreover the applicant argues that the current invention frequencies are different. 
However, the frequencies of Judd can be labeled F1 before being down converted in the intermediate frequency filter, F2, when up 
converted and so forth. The claim fails to state that the first, second, third, and fourth frequencies are different from each other. The 
applicant argues that specification supports that the frequencies are different. ). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). The applicant also argues that "Thou the repeaters are repeating the satellite signals within the building, the repeaters 
themselves are not incorporating satellite data transmission technology". When the signal comes form the satellite the repeaters has to 
have some type of satellite data transmission technology to recognize the signal. Pecus teaches the use of satellite transmission 
technology in a terrestrial line of sight multicast. In response to applicant's argument thatt Pecus' antenna are not used for terrestrial line of 
sight transmission, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Moreover, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, 
one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See 
In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
